Dust Eggplant every 10 days with 
20% arsenate dust for potato bugs.

As soon as your plants come, take them 
out of the crates and set them out. If not ready to set, trench them out in soft 


mud, cutting the strings and spreading the plants. Keep the roots moist and the 
tops dry. 


IMPORTANT—Leaves of plants will sometimes wilt or turn yellowish 
green in transit. This does not hurt them. They will recover their fresh 
green color soon after planting.
